The SABC condemns the attack on its journalists, and has further noted recent events 
where its crews have been attacked while covering stories. 

As our journalists continue to cover political campaigns across the country ahead of the May 
Elections, the SABC urges the public to allow them to do their work without any interruption, 
intimidation and harm.
